Referring to claims 1-15 Applicant continues to argue that prima facie case of obviousness has not been established because Harrison 
and Akiyama collectively fail to teach an encryption key associated with a time interval. Examiner respectfully disagrees and points out 
that, according to Harrison, the key is generated for the particular set of files (see Fig. 1 ) and the key is used in accordance with the 
preset time limit (see block 6). Therefore the encryption key is read to be associated with the time interval, as recited in the instant 
claims. 

With respect to arguments directed to the motivation to combine the references, examiner mainatins that one of ordinary skill in the 
art would have been motivated to have a software program configured to encrypt files with the key associated with the time interval and 
provide periodic updates including encryption keys associated with subsequent time intervals as taught in Akiyama for eliminating a risk 
of the unlawful decryption thereof by a third party (see Akiyama column 1 7, lines 66-68). 

Applicant is arguing the distinctions not reflected in the claims. Applicant is encouraged to propose an amendment to the claims to 
reflect the points argued. 
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
